To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  again  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  for  the  year  1966. 

The  vital  statistics  show  a satisfactory  standard  of  health  of 
the  inhabitants  and  of  particular  satisfaction  is  the  lowered  Infantile 
Mortality  Rate  and  the  marked  reduction  in  the  number  of  notifica- 
tions of  Tuberculosis. 

It  is  also  noted  that  there  is  an  increase  of  expectant  mothers 
having  their  babies  in  hospital  and  returning  home  in  forty-eight 
hours.  This  markedly  reduces  the  number  of  confinements  attended 
by  our  domiciliary  midwives,  but  makes  no  difference  to  the  number 
of  cases  nursed. 

Care  of  the  Aged  continues  to  extend,  and  I would  draw 
your  attention  to  the  notes  in  the  report  on  the  Care  of  the  Aged. 

My  thanks  are,  again,  due  to  Mr.  L.  Hay,  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  the  Inspeaorate  for  their  help  and  co-operation; 
to  Mrs.  J.  Wright,  who,  in  addition  to  her  duties  as  Chief  Clerk, 
supervises  all  the  welfare  schemes  for  the  aged;  and  to  all  members, 
professional  and  clerical  of  the  staff  of  the  Divisional  Office. 

Once  again  I would  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  you, 
Mr.  Chairman,  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  your  courteous 
and  helpful  reception  of  my  reports  throughout  the  year.

COMMENTS  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 
Population  and  Birth  Rate 

The  steady  increase  in  the  population  of  the  district  was  again 
maintained  the  figure  for  1966  being  23,510  as  compared  with 
23,420  for  1965. 

There  was  a reduaion  of  53  in  the  number  of  live  births 
resulting  in  a return  of  457  for  1966  compared  with  510  for  1965. 

The  illegitimate  live  births  increased  slightly  to  45,  as  com- 
pared with  the  figure  of  43  in  the  previous  year.  The  Moral 
Welfare  Committee  of  the  Archdeaconry  of  Doncaster  and  Rother- 
ham continued  to  be  most  helpful  in  these  cases,  and  arranged 
with  financial  assistance  from  the  West  Riding  County  Council, 
accommodation  for  unmarried  mothers  in  homes,  when  requested.

DEATH  RATE 

The  high  Infant  Death  Rate  of  1965  was,  fortunately,  greatly 
reduced,  there  being  11  deaths  giving  a rate  of  24.1  as  compared 
with  the  20  deaths  and  a rate  of  39.2  for  1965. 

There  was  a slight  increase  in  the  total  deaths  for  the  year, 
228  and  a rate  of  9.7,  as  compared  with  the  223  deaths  and  a 
rate  of  9.5  for  1965. 

The  “Captains  of  Death”  were,  once  again.  Heart  and  Asso- 
ciated Diseases,  which  accounted  for  75  of  the  228  total  deaths 
and  Cancer  which  accounted  for  34  deaths.  Of  the  15  Males 
who  died  from  Cancer  the  greatest  number — 12  died  from  Cancer 
of  the  Lung.  This  is  a marked  increase  from  the  4 Cancer  of 
Lung  deaths  in  1965.

Co-operation  with  General  Practitioners 

There  has  always  been  a close  co-operation  by  all  nursing 
services  and  general  practitioners,  particularly  with  Home  Nurses 
and  Midwives.  Co-operation  with  Health  Visitors  has  progressed 
markedly,  and  new  schemes  have  been  prepared  whereby  Health 
Visitors  will  be  attached  to  general  practitioners.  In  fringe  areas 
there  may  be  some  over-lapping,  but  an  attempt  will  be  made  to 
overcome  any  difficulties. 
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4.  Home  Helps 

The  equivalent  of  76  full-time  Home  Helps  are  employed  in 
the  Division,  and  during  1966  they  attended  1,115  cases,  working 
a total  of  158,907  hours.

2.  MEALS  SERVICE 

This  scheme  commenced  as  long  ago  as  1956  in  an  attempt 
to  assist,  in  a small  way,  in  the  problem  of  the  nutrition  of  the 
aged,  and  has  continued  to  expand.  The  number  receiving  this 
benefit  has  increased  from  the  original  figure  of  11  to  the  record 
figure  of  50  per  week. 

The  food,  paid  for  by  the  Local  Old  People’s  Welfare  Com- 
mittee, with  subsidies  from  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  is 
collected  from  specified  shops  in  the  area  by  the  Home  Help 
who  also  cooks  and  serves  the  meal  in  the  recipient’s  own  home 
before  leaving.  In  addition  to  the  food  a half  pint  of  milk  is 
also  supplied  per  person. 

Recommendations  for  the  scheme  are  from  the  Health  Visitors. 

The  number  of  meals  served  during  the  year  was  2,172,  and 
compared  with  the  1965  figure  of  1,962  and  again  with  the  figure 
of  526  meals  in  the  first  year  of  operation,  it  can  be  appreciated 
the  enormous  increase  in  the  amount  of  effort  required  for  all 
involved.  The  scheme  is  not  easy  to  run,  and  the  personnel 
involved  are  justified  in  their  pride  of  its  success. 

3.  LAUNDRY  SERVICE 

(a)  The  Homestead 

(b)  Queen’s  View 

Both  these  centres  are  equipped  with  washing  machines,  and 
in  the  case  of  Queen’s  View,  a drying  machine,  for  dealing  with  the 
washing  of  incontinent  persons  and  in  certain  cases  the  washing 
of  persons  unable  to  cope  or  make  other  satisfactory  arrangements. 

The  machines  were  in  operation  for  307  hours  during  the  year 
and  the  cases  are  recommended  by  the  Home  Nurses. 

(c)  Blanket  Service 

Twenty-five  blankets  were  laundered  at  the  local  laundry  during 
the  year  compared  with  23  during  1965.  The  cost  of  the  con- 
cessionary price  of  one  shilling  per  blanket  was  borne  by  the 
Committee.

5.  RECREATION  ROOMS  FOR  THE  AGED

There  are  now  four  Recreation  Rooms  open  in  the  area,  and 
they  all  operate  on  similar  lines — being  open  to  any  aged  person 
residing  in  the  area  and  a Committee  of  aged  persons  organising 
the  social  activities.  All  the  events  are  supported  with  zeal,  and 
the  year’s  activities  reached  a climax  with  the  Christmas  festivities. 

All  the  centres  are  well  furnished  and  equipped — including 
television  sets  and  pianos.  Daily  papers,  two  to  each  centre,  are 
also  delivered.  “Queen’s  View”  differs  from  the  other  three 
centres  in  that  there  is  a fiat  above  for  the  resident  Warden/Care- 
taker with  an  inter-communication  system  with  the  surrounding 
bungalows. 

The  Handicraft  classes  have  been  extended  to  the  two  new 
centres,  and  all  four  classes  are  extremely  well  attended  by  the  ladies 
of  the  area,  much  of  the  work  being  exhibited  at  the  Arinual 
Exhibition  arranged  by  the  Don  Valley  Further  Education  Depart- 
ment. 

(e)  General 

At  present  a further  scheme  of  30  bungalows  and  recreation 
room  incorporating  a warden’s  flat  is  in  course  of  construction,  and 
it  is  hoped  to  be  completed  towards  the  end  of  1967. 

7.  WARDENS  SERVICE 

The  new  legislation  which  came  into  effect  at  the  latter  end 
of  1965  empowering  local  authorities  to  appoint  wardens  to  visit 
aged  persons  living  in  private  houses  made  it  possible  to  implement 
such  schemes  in  this  area  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

Surveys  had  already  been  carried  out,  and  in  fact,  two  wardens 
had  been  employed  by  the  Local  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee 
on  pilot  schemes  for  some  years.  These  two  schemes  were  “taken 
over”  by  the  local  authority  and  additional  wardens  appointed  for 


22 


private  areas.  At  present  15  wardens  are  visiting  11  areas  com- 
prising some  498  Council  properties  and  7 wardens  are  visiting 
119  private  properties. 

The  wardens  report  regularly,  by  telephone  and  visits,  to  the 
Health  Department  and  a card  index  system — one  card  per  dwelling 
— listing  relevant  information  operated.  Accidents  in  the  home 
are  also  reported  to  the  Health  Department  as  this  additional 
information  is  required  for  the  Accident  Prevention  Committee  on 
which  four  members  of  the  Health  Department  staff  serve.  All 
schemes  are  operating  efficiently,  and  the  requests  for  assistance 
cover  a very  wide  range.  The  inter-communication  system  between 
the  Queen’s  Drive  bungalows  and  the  warden  at  the  Recreation 
Room  once  again  proved  a speedy  and  invaluable  link. 

Where  possible,  efforts  have  been  made  to  provide  a “private 
area”  warden  with  a concentrated  area  to  curtail  to  a minimum 
the  amount  of  travelling,  but  even  so,  these  areas  are  not  so  con- 
venient to  operate  as  the  special  aggregations  of  Council  dwellings. 
Any  warden  scheme  is  entirely  dependent  on  the  personality  and 
goodwill  of  the  wardens,  and  this  authority  is  extremely  fortunate 
in  having  excellent  wardens,  whose  kindness  to  their  charges  and 
devotion  exceed  any  possible  remuneration  and  deserve  the  highest 
praise.

Care  and  After-Care  of  Tuberculosis  and  Chest  Conditions 

A special  Committee  for  this  purpose  has  been  established  for 
several  years.  The  Committee  consists  of  lay  members  and  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  Doncaster  and  District. 
Financial  assistance  is  given  to  the  Committee  by  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  and  the  Doncaster  County  Borough. 

It  has  been  possible  to  help  many  cases  with  clothing,  bedding, 
etc.  The  Committee  carries  out  most  useful  work  and  the  advice 
of  the  special  Health  Visitors  for  Tuberculosis  is  always  available.
